Teachers’ affair led to 
harassment campaign

A TEACHER graffitied the 
garage and car of a colleague 
with abusive words after 
their love affair ended. 

Alison Goodchild was 
employed at Ashcroft High 
School, Luton at the time of 
the offences and had been 
sleeping with Dean Bull 
before he broke it off. 

Goodchild, 31, then began a 
harassment campaign against 
him and his wife, who was 
pregnant at the time. 

Over a period of four 
months the family’s car, 
garage wall and garage door 
were spray painted with 
insults, which included: 'Fat 
disrespectful b****’, ‘Dean 
s **** ar0 und’, ‘Fat **** get out 
he don’t love you’, ‘Slag’ and 
‘Dean is a ****’. 

Goodchild also sent take¬ 
aways to the house every 
other day for a period of time, 
had catalogues delivered and 
arranged for an estate agent 
to value the property. 

In a desperate attempt to 
catch the perpetrator, Mr Bull, 
who it was said in court had 
also previously had an affair 
with another teacher, sat in 
his neighbour’s car on May 31 
with a video camera to catch 
the person who was spraying 
graffiti in the act. A Vauxhall 



Corsa, which was later identi¬ 
fied as Goodchild’s, was seen 
by neighbours driving slowly 
up their street before a 
woman got out and began to 
spray the garage. 

She was chased by the 
victim but managed to get 
away Another neighbour had 
noted down the car’s number 
plate and police identified it 
as belonging to Goodchild. 

When police came to her 
house in Shelton Way, Luton, 
to arrest her on fune 9 she 
removed the battery and sim 
card from a Nokia phone 
found in her car, but was spot¬ 
ted by police. 

Chairman of the 
Magistrates, Barry Keech, 
said: “This was a continued 
and persistent campaign of 
harassment against the 
victims which was clearly 


undertaken over a long period 
of time and did involve a lot of 
planning. 

“It caused distress and con¬ 
siderable expense to the third 
parties by having to pay for 
takeaways and a lot of incon¬ 
venience with the estate agent 
turning up. 

“You were getting back after 
an affair ended and you clear¬ 
ly didn’t think about what 
effect your actions would 
have on his wife.” 

In defence, Angela Kerner 
said: “They started an affair 
and it went on for quite some 
time. Promises were made by 
him to her which were 
broken. She believed she was 
being used and consequently 
took the steps you have heard. 
She accepts they were wrong.” 

Goodchild was due to face 
trial on Monday but changed 
her plea to guilty at the last 
minute. She will now be 
assessed by the probation 
service and Mr Keech warned 
that her sentence could 
include custody. 

A council spokesman said: 
“We can confirm that there 
was a police investigation into 
a former member of staff at 
Ashcroft High about an inci¬ 
dent that occurred while the 
person was still employed by 
the school. 

“The person no longer 
works for the school, and as 
we don’t comment on internal 
staffing issues, we do not wish 
to comment further.” 



THIS was the scene on Thursday as 
Environment Agency officers worked to 
prevent the spread of sewage that has 
entered the Luton Hoo Lakes.

Luton South Labour MP Gavin Shuker, 
who is Shadow Minister for Water and 
Waste, attended the scene to see the emer¬ 
gency measures being put into place.

Husband jailed for the 
‘brutal’ murder of wife

A JEALOUS and controlling 
husband who would not accept his 
marriage was over lured his wife to 
her parents’ home and stabbed her 
to death on the driveway. 

A judge told 50-year-old Lee 
Anstice, of Carlisle Close, 
Dunstable, that he had used his 
military training to kill her ‘with 
brutal efficiency’. 

Judge Richard Foster said: “An 
aggravating feature is that you 
chose to kill her where it would be 
witnessed by her parents and your 
eight-year-old daughter. 

“That poor girl is the other tragic 
victim in this case.” 

Anstice, who lived with his wife 
Tracy until shortly before her death, 
had pleaded not guilty to her 
murder claiming he was severely 
depressed and hearing voices which 
had disturbed the balance of his 
mind. 

He had attempted suicide twice in 
the months before the killing and 
spent six weeks as a voluntary 
inpatient at a mental health unit. 

But on Friday he was found guilty 
unanimously by a jury of murder 
and was jailed for life. He will have 
to serve a minimum of 24 years. 

Mrs Anstice, a 37-year-old mother 
of one, had consulted divorce solic¬ 
itors and was seeing another man, 
Luton Crown Court heard. 



But Anstice, described as ‘control¬ 
ling and jealous’ seemed unable to 
accept the marriage was over. 

He had been ordered to stay away 
from the family home and was 
living with his parents in 
Oxfordshire. 

On the day of her death, August 26 
last year, Anstice said he was going 
to see his daughter knowing Tracy 
would rush there. 

He was waiting for her outside her 
parents’ house in Buttermere Close, 
Flitwick, and stabbed her four times 
with a knife he had bought that day, 
one of the wounds penetrating her 
heart. 

Judge Foster told him: “Your 
marriage had broken down irre¬ 
trievably yet you could not accept 
that, and you could not accept you 
no longer had control over your 
wife. You used every trick in the 
book to try to keep her. 

“She had to walk a tightrope 



because she wanted to leave the 
marriage and move on with her life 
but she did not want you to do any¬ 
thing stupid and wanted you to 
remain in a relationship with your 
daughter. 

“You thought only about yourself. 
When it finally dawned on you that 
your marriage was over you hatched 
a plot to confront her and kill her 
and then possibly kill yourself. 

“You went to Sainsbury’s and pur¬ 
chased the murder weapon and 
drew her to her parents’ house 
where you stabbed her to death 
with brutal efficiency. 

“With your military training you 
knew exactly how to penetrate her 
heart.” 

Anstice, a civil servant, had served 
with the RAF in the first Gulf War. 

He claimed not to remember stab¬ 
bing his wife and said he had been 
hearing a voice giving him instruc¬ 
tions to kill himself and how to do it.

£10k fine for 
forklift truck 
work accident 

GIBBS and Dandy has been fined 
£10,000 after one of its lorry 
drivers was badly injured when 
he was hit by a forklift truck. 

The worker was helping with 
the loading of a lorry when he was 
hit by the vehicle at the firm’s site 
in Dallow Road, Luton, on 
February 23, 2010, leaving him 
unable to work for three months. 

An investigation revealed it was 
common practice for lorry drivers 
to help forklift truck operators 
with the positioning of their loads 
and walk in areas where they 
manoeuvred and reversed. 

The company pleaded guilty to 
offences under the Health and 
Safety at Work Act at Luton 
Magistrates’ Court. 

As well as handing the firm the 
fine, magistrates also awarded 
£2,500 in costs to Luton Borough 
Council and imposed a victim 
surcharge of £15. 

A Gibbs and Dandy spokesman 
said: ‘We would like to apologise 
to everyone who has been affect¬ 
ed by this incident. 

‘Our forklift truck drivers all 
receive comprehensive training 
and following this incident we 
have reviewed our procedures 
and have taken further steps to 
improve health and safety stan¬ 
dards and ensure this does not 
happen again.’

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Officers struggle to 
stop sewage spread

AFTER watching workers battle to 
prevent the spread of sewage in Luton 
Hoo Lakes, MP Gavin Shuker described 
the contamination incident as ‘tragic’. 

The Luton South Labour MP watched 
on as Environment Agency officers in 
protective suits struggled to contain the 
pollution on Thursday. 

Officers have been working alongside 
Thames Water for almost two weeks to 
trace and stop the source of the sewage, 
which is still unknown, and have 
deployed sandbags to stop it spreading to 
the River Lea south of the lakes. 

After his visit Mr Shuker said: “I am 
grateful that the Environment Agency 
and Thames Water have been very quick 
to deal with the situation. 

“I am however concerned that this is 
the second time that sewage has leaked 
into the Luton Hoo Lakes in the last 
decade. 

“Rather than risk this level of pollution 
in the future, I hope that steps can be 
taken to regularly monitor levels of waste 
in the River Lea before it flows into Luton 
Hoo Lakes to prevent this happening 
again.” 

Around 1,000 fish have already been 
killed by the sewage, and aeration equip¬ 
ment has been deployed to pump oxygen 
into the water and prevent any further 
deaths. 

Richard Biffen, the Estate Manager at 
Luton Hoo who alerted the agency after 
smelling sewage on February 28, said: 
“This is an extremely distressing incident 
which has had a devastating effect on our 
fish stocks. 

“A significant proportion including 
stickleback, common carp and tench as 
well as other wildlife that live in the river 



have been affected. The experts are in 
and we’ll take their advice on what work 
needs to be done. 

“If the pollution is still found in the 
bottom of the lakes the worst case 
scenario is that they will have to be 
drained, but at the moment we’re focus¬ 
ing on preventing that.” 

Thames Water has already promised 
that the lake will be restocked with fish to 
the normal levels when the water has 
been cleared of any remaining sewage. 

A spokesman said: “We have been 
working 24 hours a day for the past week 
to try to resolve this pollution incident 
but unfortunately, it has been a compli¬ 
cated job. 

“We are monitoring the situation care¬ 
fully to ensure we have restored the qual¬ 
ity of the water in the lakes back to 
normal. 

“Any pollution incident is deeply regret¬ 
table and we have been working to get 
this issue sorted as soon as we can.” 

Environment Agency spokeswoman 
Debbie Jones said: “We are still on the 
ground assessing the impact of this inci¬ 
dent and ensuring that every action is 
taken to reduce any further risk of harm.” 

Cllr Richard Stay, whose ward contains

Luton Hoo, said: “It is a concern to see 
such a huge environmental incident 
which has severely affected the Luton 
Lakes area. 

“I know the authorities have done their 
very best to address the issue but we 
need to find the cause and ensure it 
doesn’t happen again. 

“We will be looking into the case and 
holding those responsible to account.” 

An Environment Agency investigation 
is also currently under way.

‘Unduly lenient’ child rape sentencings referred for appeal 


THE 40-month jail terms handed to two 
men who raped an 11-year-old girl could be 
replaced with longer sentences. 

On Friday the Attorney General’s Office 
decided to refer the sentencings given to 
Ruben Monteiro, of Bailey Street, Luton, 
and Roshane Channer, to the Court of 
Appeal as being ‘possibly unduly lenient’. 

Last month Luton on Sunday’s exclusive 


story on the case of the rape, carried out 
in the stairwell of a block of flats off Park 
Street, Luton, went national after 
thousands were outraged with Judge 
David Farrell QC’s statement that the 
victim was a ‘willing participant’. 

In any event, the law states that under- 
13s cannot legally consent to intercourse. 

Sentencing guidelines for those 


convicted of raping under-13s have a 
range of between eight and 13 years in 
prison, but Judge Farrell QC ruled the case 
as ‘exceptional’ and gave Monteiro and 
Channer just 40 months each. 

The jail terms were slammed by charities 
Rape Crisis and the NSPCC. The case is 
expected to be heard at the Court of 
Appeal within the next two months.

Villa player’s family 
can stay.. .for now

THE St Lucian family of an Aston 
Villa footballer whose UK resi¬ 
dency was in limbo have been 
allowed to stay in this country - 
but only for three years. 

Gildette Lafeuille and sons 
Tyson Lafeuille, 23, Jeanyan 
Donacien, 21, and soccer player 
Janoi Donacien, 18, had been 
faced with being forced to leave 
their Luton home while their 
immigration status was reviewed. 

While they are happy to be told 
that they have been granted three 
years Discretionary Leave to 
Remain in the country, the family 
had been hoping for permanent 
residency which they still do not 
have. 

The family, who moved to Luton 
from St Lucia in 2001, first made 
their application to the UK 
Border Agency in 2007 at which 
time a policy was introduced that 
stated that, if they qualified, fam¬ 
ilies with children who had been 
in the UK for more than three 
years were granted indefinite 
leave to remain in the country. 

But the Border Agency has not 
ruled on this case since then, and 
the policy is no longer in exis¬ 



tence. A statement from the fami¬ 
ly reads: “Of course we are ecstat¬ 
ic that we have finally been grant¬ 
ed discretionary leave to remain, 
but it is disappointing that the 
appropriate leave to remain has¬ 
n’t been granted. 

“We sympathise with those 
families who find themselves in a 
similar position. It is hard to live 
like that and it’s unfair, very 
unfair.” 

Michael Usher, of Usher 
Solicitors LLP, which represents 
the family, said: “Even though the 
policy was no longer valid, the 


law states that if the application 
was made while it was in exis¬ 
tence, then it should still be 
followed retrospectively followed 
in its legacy. 

“There has been no explanation 
from the Border Agency why it 
has taken so long to view this 
application, and why this deci¬ 
sion has been made.” 

A UK Border Agency spokesper¬ 
son said: “We appreciate that it is 
difficult waiting for news on 
immigration applications, but it is 
vital to establish all the facts 
before decisions are made. 

“All applications are carefully 
considered on their individual 
merits, taking into account all 
evidence submitted and in accor¬ 
dance with the immigration 
rules.” 

Luton South Labour MP Gavin 
Shuker said: “I welcome the good 
news that Janoi and his family 
have all been granted 
Discretionary Leave to Remain, 
however, as I too often see in my 
advice surgeries, this decision has 
been taken after a series of false 
starts and delays at the Home 
Office. 

“I will certainly continue to 
support the family through their 
contact with the Home Office.”

A MAN was knocked unconscious by two 
burglars who then stole his laptop, cash 
and house keys. 

The victim awoke in bed at his home in 
Hibbert Street, Luton, at around 2am last 
Sunday to find two unknown men stand¬ 
ing over him.

Alarms to tackle metal thefts 


ALARMS are being fitted to 
church rooftops after 
£88,000 was spent on repairs 
following a spate of metal 
thefts in the area. 

Around 60 churches have 
been targeted in the Diocese 
of St Albans, which includes 
Luton, in the past year alone 
after a wave of thefts swept 
over the south of England 
costing more than half a 
million pounds in insurance 
pay-outs nationally. 

A campaign to unite 
churches and communities to 
tackle metal theft has been 
launched which aims to see 
sophisticated electronic alarm 
systems installed on the roofs 
of British Anglican churches 
across the country. 


The ‘Hands Off Our Church 
Roofs’ campaign has been 
launched by leading church 
and heritage insurer 
Ecclesiastical, who will install 
roof alarms free of charge on 
the worst affected churches. 

A Diocese spokesman said: 
“Church buildings are funded 
almost entirely by the 
generosity of parishioners and 
the burden of a metal theft 
can harm the valuable 
contribution that churches 
make to community life." 

When set off, the alarms will 
emit powerful blue flashing 
lights to draw attention to the 
church while speakers 
broadcast a loud recorded 
message warning the criminal 
an alarm has been activated.

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Review held into 
killer’s L&D visit

A REVIEW is being conducted 
into a depressed murderer’s visit 
to a hospital for help with his 
mental health just hours before 
he carried out a brutal killing. 

A healthcare professional said 
David Clairmonte, of Thornview 
Road, Houghton Regis, didn’t 
represent a danger to the public 
the same day as he murdered 
69-year-old Fred Hodsdon in June 
last year. 

Clairmonte’s aunt had taken 
him to Luton & Dunstable 
Hospital on June 25 over a bout of 
depression from which he had 
been suffering, and the cocaine 
user had harmed himself a few 
days earlier by cutting his wrists. 

At the L&D he was offered a 
three day assessment as a volun¬ 
tary patient at a psychiatric unit, 
which he rejected. 

Hours later the 26-year-old used 
a hammer to rain down around 13 
blows on the head of Mr Hodsdon 
for his PIN number, leaving him 
in a pool of blood in his own 
home in Vespers Close, Luton, 

Clairmonte had pleaded not 
guilty to murder but, in January, a 
jury at Luton Crown Court found

him guilty of murder following a 
trial. He was given life imprison¬ 
ment and ordered to serve a min¬ 
imum of 30 years. A review is now 
being conducted which could 
result in an independent investi¬ 
gation also being launched. 

In a statement, NHS Midlands 
and East said: ‘Following the 
completion of any criminal pro¬ 
ceedings and internal investiga¬ 
tions we review homicide cases 
involving patients who have been 
in the care of local mental health 
services. 

‘If the review determines that 
the case requires further investi¬ 
gation, we will commission an 
independent panel to carry out 
an independent investigation. 

‘We are currently looking at this 
case and a decision on whether 
an independent investigation is 
required will be made within the 
next few weeks.’ 

In a statement, South Essex NHS 
Trust (SEPT) said: ‘Following this 


incident we carried out an inter¬ 
nal investigation as a matter of 
routine. 

‘This confirmed that the perpe¬ 
trator’s one contact with services 
played no part whatsoever in rela¬ 
tion to the incident. 

‘The findings of our investiga¬ 
tion correlated with the outcome 
of the trial where the judge com¬ 
mented that his single contact 
with mental health services was 
not a mitigating factor in this 
incident. 

‘SEPT is committed to protect¬ 
ing patient confidentiality and as 
such is not able to comment on 
an individual patient’s diagnosis 
or circumstances. 

‘However, we can confirm that 
patients who come in contact 
with SEPT services receive a 
thorough assessment and follow¬ 
ing this a patient will either, be 
admitted for further treatment, 
referred to other appropriate 
services or discharged.’ 

In a statement the L&D said: 
‘Due to patient confidentiality we 
are not able to comment on this 
case. 

‘The NHS will make a decision 
in due to course as to whether or 
not an independent review is 
required and therefore the L&D 
Hospital would not wish to preju¬ 
dice the outcome of that decision 
or the review itself.’

Grandchild’s lucky 
‘abduction’ escape

A GRANDMOTHER has spoken 
out about her grand-daughter’s 
abduction fear when the girl 
was approached and followed by 
a man who jumped out of 
a Transit-type van.

It really scared her so 
she started walking faster but 
then so did he. 

“He kept calling her and luckily 
a man who was driving past saw 
that she was in distress and 
stopped to help her. I think the 
man who had been in the van 
went and got back in it before 
driving off. 

“The police can’t really charge 
anybody with anything as no 
offence has really been commit¬ 


ted but we would like to thank the 
man who stopped to help and ask 
that if he saw anything to help 
identify the man who was chasing 
her to tell the police.” 

A Bedfordshire Police spokes¬ 
man said: “I can confirm that on 
November 30, 2011, we received a 
report of a girl being followed by a 
man who had got out of a white 
van in Poynters Road, Dunstable. 
Unfortunately, the report came in 
several hours after the incident 
which was too late to conduct an 
area search for the individuals. 

“Although no offence was iden¬ 
tified in this instance, we would 
urge everyone across 
Bedfordshire to remain vigilant 
and to call the police should they 
see anything suspicious.”

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Freezing tax would cause more pain 


SIR - Councillor Martin Pantling 
(Letters, March 4), deputy leader 
of Luton Liberal Democrats, 
clearly doesn’t understand the 
details of what his government is 
offering local councils to ‘freeze’ 
their council tax this year. 

If Luton Borough Council had 
taken the money on offer from 
this Tory Lib Dem government, it 
would leave us with a multi¬ 
million hole in the following 
year’s budget that would grow 
even larger (to around £8 
million) over the next five years. 

This is because the government 
is only offering a one-off grant. 

It is a con trick from this 
government but I am not 
surprised that Cllr Pantling 
either can’t see that or that he 
doesn’t understand local 
government finance. 

I have to say that it is a good job 
that the Lib Dems are not 
running the council. 

I looked at this offer very 
carefully - it is my duty to the 
people of Luton to do that - but 
having worked through the long¬ 
term impacts on the level of cuts 
we would have to make on 
services, I recommended that we 
did not accept it. 

Taking this one-off payment 
would lead to the council having 
to make even more savings and 



an even greater increase in 
council tax in following years. 

There are many councils - 
including Conservative 
controlled ones - who have not 
taken the government offer. 

Cllr Pantling claims that Luton 
Borough Council has a financial 
deficit. 

Again he is wrong. The council 
ends the financial year not with a 
deficit but in the black by £2.5m. 

It has also successfully achieved 
95 per cent of the savings targets 


set and achieved more than the 
five per cent left by making 
savings elsewhere. 

If only his Tory Lib Dem 
government could say the same. 

They seem to miss every target 
they set themselves; on 
unemployment, on the NHS, 
on borrowing, on inflation, and 
on interest rates to mention but 
a few. 

This is the record of his Lib 
Dems in government. 

Luton’s proposed increase in 
council tax is less than the 
current rate of inflation and it 
will remain the lowest council tax 
in Bedfordshire, will be below the 
national average, and will be 
about £230 per year less than in 
neighbouring Conservative 
controlled Central Bedfordshire 
Council, who will still have to 
answer how they intend to 
balance the books next year 
when the government takes the 
money back. 

So just to spell it out in a simple 
way that Cllr Pantling might 
understand; taking the 
government’s ‘freeze’ this year 
will mean more pain with 
additional cuts or even higher 
council tax in future years.

Cash loans 
concern as 
people foil 
to pay back

A LOAN scheme run by Luton 
council which handed out 
£114,000 worth of deposits 
has only recouped three 
per cent of the money. 

Deputy leader of the Liberal 
Democrats, Martin Pantling, 
slammed the figures saying it 
was ‘unviable’ after just 
£3,600 was paid back into the 
Rent Deposit scheme. 

It is designed to help resi¬ 
dents who are either home¬ 
less or at risk of becoming 
homeless by lending them a 
deposit. The money loaned 
should then be repaid. 

Cllr Pantling quotes a coun¬ 
cil report which states the fig¬ 
ures for 2010/11 and says that 
there are no debt recovery 
procedures in place last year. 

He said: “We support the 
aims of the Rent Deposit 
scheme. But operating it like 
this makes Luton look like a 
basket case. In one breath 
Labour say resources are 
scarce, with the next they are 
handing out cash hand over 
fist without asking for it back. 

“Failing to get so much 


money back also means the 
pot available to help others is 
much smaller, and this could 
make the whole scheme 
unviable.” 

Labour council leader Hazel 
Simmons said: “Unsurpris¬ 
ingly Cllr Panting has his facts 
wrong again - the funds avail¬ 
able for this scheme do not 
diminish if the deposits are 
not paid back. 

“If people are in bed and 
breakfast, rather than in 
private rented accommoda¬ 
tion, the cost to the council 
taxpayers of Luton would be 
more than the total cost of the 
deposit scheme. 

“The pressure on homeless 
households, and their chil¬ 
dren, would be greater having 
to survive in bed and break¬ 
fast that in turn would be a 
complete false economy for 
the council. 

“This just goes to prove the 
stupidity of Cllr Pantling and 
the Lib Dems wanting to take 
this help away from people at 
a very low point in their lives 
and who really need help. 

“It is a good job that the Lib 
Dems and Tories are not still 
running the council.”

Water, water everywhere... 
still a drought looms large 


I SAT reading all about the 
drought last Sunday as hours 
of rain began to flood our 
garden. 

No doubt it was the wrong sort 
of rain, falling at the wrong time 
of year, to do any good. 

The threat of drought has been 
with us in the South East for 
years, yet little or nothing seems 
to be done about it. Prices go up 
as water levels fall. 

The newspaper report is all 
about the north, or Wales, piping 
water to the south, in a kind of 
water national grid. 

I did hear a debate on this on 
the radio recently where a Welsh 
MP suggested they would have 
no problem but would need to 
make a charge for the water. 

I felt embarrassed to be English 
as dozens of irate callers from 
the posh south expressed their 
anger at the Welsh for daring to 
charge for what falls freely. 

On that logic oil and gold should 
be free. There have also been 
calls to desalinate sea water and 
recycle sewage. Both leave me 
metaphorically with a slightly 
nasty taste in the mouth. 

Anyway all these plans are very 
expensive and there is plenty 
that could be done before we 
need to pipe our water from the 
hills to the west and north of us 
or recycle. 

To begin with the privatised 
water companies - surely a 
privatisation too far - could 
reduce the leaks, which amount 
to 25-30 per cent of all water 
piped into the mains. 

This has actually got worse in 
the last ten years, despite water 


rates climbing steeply, in part to 
solve this problem. I feel we are 
being ripped off. Also the 
companies do not share any of 
their water, which is frankly daft. 

They want to build lots more 
reservoirs, at fantastic cost, but 
refuse to share the water they 
have. The Government, which has 
been promising us a Water Bill, 
should insist on these two 
matters being sorted before 
allowing any more building of 
reservoirs or pipelines from 
Wales. 

In our house the water is 
metered. Originally I was not too 
keen on this idea, believing water 
should be used according to need 
and paid for according to ability. 

But I am a bit more green and 
liberal these days, so also think 
the Government should have a 
programme of putting all homes 
on meters. 

So it can be seen there are 
solutions to problems of water 
shortage and all that is needed is 
the will to make it happen. 

So, another ten years of drought 
ahead of us... 

IDN’T you just hate 
homework?

Then along came big school and 
suddenly after tea it was the 
Corn Laws, simultaneous 
equations and conjugating Latin 
verbs.

This is because every new 
generation of teacher has a 
different method to demonstrate 
not that you have the right 
answer but how you got the right 
answer. But it has to be, as this is 
the kids’ one chance, or so we are 
told and knowledge is power in 
today’s jobs market. 

That may be so but I remain 
unconvinced that sending them 
to school for seven hours a day 
through the week, then making 
them work again in the evening 
is good for us all. 

My Latin master often used to 
say to me, among less pleasant 
things, ‘ars longa, vita brevis’ 
but my response was always 
‘carpe diem’.

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Gambler stole £80k 
in church bar profits

A WELL respected treasurer has 
been jailed for stealing almost 
£80,000 to fund a gambling 
addiction. 

James Varnals, of St Margaret’s 
Avenue, Luton, pleaded guilty to 
the theft from St Joseph’s Parish 
Centre between July 2008 and 
March 2011. 

Varnals, 63, was jailed for 16 
months when he appeared at 
Luton Crown Court on Friday 

Sandra Beck, prosecuting, said it 
had been agreed that Varnals stole 
£79,804 and confiscation 
proceedings will be held to recov¬ 
er any assets. 

She said that as treasurer he had 
sole responsibility for the income 
from the Catholic centre’s bar. 

But he would repeatedly enter 
less money on the expenditure 


sheet than had been recorded by 
the bar manager, and keep the 
balance. 

Miss Beck said: “Inquiries came 
about because there were finan¬ 
cial difficulties at the centre. A 
committee member who was an 
accountant looked at the books 
and saw the discrepancies. 

“Police were informed and 
during his second interview he 
admitted he had taken the money. 
He said he had a severe gambling 
addiction and did not realise how 
much money he had taken. He 
said he was waiting for the one big 
gambling success to pay it back.” 

Stuart Sprawson, defending, said: 
“He was not stealing from the 
church. These were not church 
funds. 

“It was rather amateurish and it 
was only a matter of time before 
he would eventually be caught. He 
had led a blameless life and had 


lived and breathed Vauxhall until 
it had closed. 

“He received a not inconsider¬ 
able sum of money which he 
frittered away, and deceived all his 
family and friends about how he 
was behaving. 

“He became ill with that addic¬ 
tion which had started from play¬ 
ing bingo. He seems to be over it 
now.” 

The solicitor said Varnals was 
likely to lose his house as part of 
the confiscation proceedings. 

Judge Richard Foster said: “Like 
many you have been a backbone 
to this town, working your way up 
in Vauxhall to become a middle 
manager. But you stole this money 
which you knew was not yours.” 

He added: “You should have 
fought your addiction. An imme¬ 
diate custodial sentence is the 
only option given my public duty 
but I do so with a heavy heart.”

IN JANUARY Vauxhall won a competition to design 
the ‘future’ police car. Equipped with the latest 
technology it aims to improve policing in a cost-effective 
and smart way. SOPHIE SCOTT took the car for a 
test drive around Millbrook Proving Ground. 


LET’S get this straight -1 am no 
motor expert. 

I toddle around in a small, 
not-very-fast car which I bought 
to get me from A to B as cheaply 
as possible. 

Saying that, I know a good car 
when I see one and this Vauxhall 
Amp era is definitely that. 

It was created by Vauxhall to 
demonstrate an electric vehicle 
with cutting-edge crime-fighting 
technology which could be in use 
in as little as three years. 

Chief Inspector Mick Trosh, of 
the Association of Chief Police 
Officers Intelligent Transport 
Systems, first explains how the 
integrated systems in the car will 
affect policing. 

Mounted on the front, rear and 
both sides of the roof are tiny 
cameras which can capture 
video, and any potential crimes, 
as the car is moving - as well as 
use Automatic Number Plate 
Recognition which flags up any 
crimes linked to passing vehicles. 

In the dashboard is a screen 
much like any Sat Nav system 
but far more useful - it is linked 
to a screen in the passenger’s sun 
visor which displays the same 
information and allows the 
passenger to access all the same 
data. Officers can access the 
Police National Database while 
mobile. 

Cl Trosh explains how when a 
999 call is received, officers 
would be given directions to the 
scene, as well as the most impor¬ 



tant details of the crime - where 
it is, what has happened and if, 
for example, any schools are 
nearby. 

In the scenario I am shown this 
is a robbery where two men are 
seen entering the back door of a 
house. It also states a primary

school is close by - so if it is 
around 9am or 3pm drivers 
must take extra care on the way 
to the scene. 

Then, it is reported that ‘shots 
are fired’ and on the map on 
screen, police can plan using the 
map where to put a cordon but 
also view where other police 
cars in the area are. 

Ch Insp Trosh said: “All this is 
useful because it saves police 
time and everything is in the 
same place. The computer on 
board each car is linked to the 
Police National Database. 

Even when the officer is just 
driving around it can show him 
where a crime ‘hot-spot’ is and 
advise him what to look out for, 
or if there are any ‘tagged’ 
offenders who are on curfew 
and where they should be. 

“In theory it allows more effec¬ 
tive policing and that is, of 
course, what we all want.” 

Soon it is time to take the car 
out for a spin. Slightly apprehen¬ 
sively I take the silent (there’s

no loud exhaust on an electric 
car) police car onto the Alpine 
track. Car manufacturers use 
Millbrook Proving Ground to test 
their new designs before they go 
out to the mass market to see 
how they handle every potential 
road surface. 

I am joined in the car by 
Dick Ellam, manager of special 
vehicles atVauxhall, who says 
that the police could be using 
such a car by 2015 but if request¬ 
ed Vauxhall could build one and 
roll it out on request. 

The Alpine track is exactly as it 
sounds - lots of hills and sharp 
corners, but all that doesn’t seem 
to affect the car’s performance. 


No criminal would be able to 
outrun the police in a vehicle 
like this, especially as they won’t 
be able to hear it coming. 

As I round one corner it is 
pointed out that it was on this 
stretch where James Bond 
crashed an Aston Martin in 


Casino Royale when he avoids 
Vesper who has been tied up in 
the road by villain Le Chiffre. 

Luckily there were no dramatic 
accidents when I was behind the 
wheel (just a couple of dodgy 
corners). But perhaps, it’s time 
for a career change.

lyier: Trophy heroics 
could change season

THE Hatters put in a dogged and deter¬ 
mined performance in the first leg of 
the FA Trophy semi-final, in yet anoth¬ 
er feisty and bad tempered affair 
against league rivals York City. 

Despite going a goal down and being 
reduced to nine men, Luton bravely bat¬ 
tled an onslaught from their opponents 
to keep themselves in the tie. 

Red cards were shown to Jake Howells 
in the first half for a handball on the line, 
and Keith Keane in the second, for two 
reckless challenges just minutes apart. 

Speaking after the game, goalkeeper 
Mark Tyler said that this was the kind of 
game that could change Luton’s season. 

He said: “We stuck to the game plan, we 
let them have ball in their own half 
where they were no danger to us, and 
rattled them when they were in our half.” 

“We’re not happy with the result but 
delighted we’re still in the tie and the 
shift that all the lads put in. 

“The back four were magnificent, the 
boys in the front of them worked their 
socks off and Danny Crow had a thank¬ 
less task up front on his own, so it was a 
proper team performance.” 

Defender Ed Asafu-Adjaye said: “It’s 
surprising what you can get out of nine 
or ten men when you are put in that 
position. 

“It shows what the squad is capable of 
and it shows that the boys can dig in and 
keep going and drag each other 
through.” 

Despite showing more passion than 
was displayed in the dreadful 2-0 league 
defeat at Wrexham in mid-week, the 
Hatters found themselves one goal down 
after 14 minutes. 

From a right sided corner, Matthew 
Blinkhorn’s header at the near post was 
met by Jamie Reed who was loitering in 
the six yard box. His volley looked to be 
heading home before Howells stuck out 
a hand to push the ball off course, and 
was given his marching orders for doing 
so. 


Reed took the resulting penalty which 
found the bottom right corner despite an 
outstretched arm of keeper Tyler. 

It was the goalkeeper who single-hand¬ 
edly kept the Hatters in the tie, stopping 
a long range attempt from Reed with an 
incredible reaction save and then man¬ 
aging to push the ball away from danger 
after an acrobatic bicycle kick from 
Lanre Oyebanjo. 

Despite being a man down, the Hatters 
had a number of half chances, Greg 
Taylor and Asafu-Adjaye managed to put 
decent balls into the area, but a lack of 
Luton shirts in the box meant the oppor¬ 
tunities came to nothing. 

But just before half time Crow was able 
to dink a ball from 12 out to Janos Kovacs 
who put his header just inches wide, to 
shrieks from the travelling faithful. 

The second half produced more of the 
same, Luton battled hard to make an 
impression against a dominant York side, 
but were put at a further disadvantage as 
Keane became the second player to be 
shown a red card. 

The midfielder received his first yellow 
after scything down Reed in a desperate 
attempt to retain possession, with his 
second just minutes later for a similarly 
reckless challenge on Jamal Fyfield. 

Tyler again prevented the damage 
being made any worse, producing two

‘Special boxer’ Bobby is 
Hobson’s choice for top

MERVYN TURNER has hailed a 
new partnership with top pro¬ 
moter Dennis Hobson which he 
believes will lead hot prospect 
Bobby George to titles galore, 
sooner rather than later. 

The Shamrock manager and 
trainer cemented the relationship 
ten days before unbeaten light 
welterweight Bulgarian and 
adopted Lutonian, real name 
Boris Georgiev, notched up his 
fourth straight professional win - 
a 40-36 points victory over tough 
Ideh Ockuko at York Hall, Bethnal 
Green, last Sunday. 

In over 20 years in the game 
Hobson has promoted fights at 
Madison Square Garden and Las 
Vegas, as well as Ricky Hatton and 
current EBU European ban¬ 
tamweight champion Jamie 
McDonnell - who George sparred 
with prior to last week’s victory 

“Dennis is now a part of the 
team and he’s going to take Bobby 
on to a world title,” said Turner. 

“That starts in Sheffield on April 
14 and then we’ll bring Bobby to 
Bedford on May 18.” 

Hobson joined Turner in 
George’s corner for last week’s 
fight, and the Shamrock chief 
said: “The good thing about 
Dennis is that he cares. He comes 
in the corner, gets his hands dirty. 

“He doesn’t need it because he’s 
an immensely wealthy man but 
he has a passion for boxing and 
he’ll back and guide fighters. 

“There are not many people in 
the country who take a fighter from 
the bottom to the top but he can.” 


Turner thinks that is a journey 
that can happen quite quickly for 
George. 

“I’m going to stick my neck out 
and say that there is no-one in the 
country who can touch Bobby at 
light welterweight and the next 12 
months will prove that,” he said. 
“Bobby will be fighting for titles 
and we’ll probably go along the 
traditional route with fights at 
Southern Area, European and 
then world level, though we’ll 
have to see what comes along. 

“He is a gifted and special boxer. 
Every now and then someone 
comes along like him. 

“The fans take to him very kind¬ 
ly and people know quality when 
they see it. There is so much rub¬ 
bish out there, with people turn¬ 
ing professional too early and put 
in front of duffers.” 

The Shamrock fighter certainly 
wasn’t paired with a no-hoper last 
Sunday but he out-boxed and out¬ 
manoeuvred Ockuko at a canter. 

George said: “He was a tough 
guy but it was like sparring.” 

As well as a range of combina¬ 
tions worked from a left jab of 
unerring accuracy, the Olympian 
appeared to be a split-second 
quicker than his opponent and 
some of his defensive work was as 
thrilling as his many lightning- 
quick attacks. 

Turner said: “In the gym we call 
Bobby the ghost because you just 
can’t land against him. I’ve seen 
him in with top fighters for ten 
rounds and they’ve landed four 
punches. 

“He’s got this instinctive talent 
and he sees the punch before his 
opponent has thrown it because 


he looks at the body shape - he 
knows what punch and what 
combination is coming. 

“When you’re talking of some¬ 
body who has won an Olympic 
bronze medal, twice European 
champion and he’s been in with 
the great Mario Kindelan, you’ve 
got to work behind the jab and 
you’ve got to have the combina¬ 
tions. This kid does it with a smile 
on his face, he interacts with the 
fans and he’s at home in the ring - 
you might as well put him to bed. 
Bobby’s got all the talent in the 
world.” 

On the same bill, stable-mate 
Marco Stephenson suffered a 
harsh 40-38 defeat to Scott 
Hartley. 

“To say that Marco never won a 
round was disgraceful,” said 
Turner, adding: “He was rusty 
after a long period out, but with a 
very small change Marco would 
have ended that fight in the 
second round. 

“It’s a setback but I can see 
Marco being successful. He’s not 
that far off an area title - give him 
12 months.” 

Stephenson, who will also ben¬ 
efit from the Hobson connection, 
said: “I was out for a year and it 
was a very tough year, family- 
wise and there were a lot of diffi¬ 
cult moments but I’m over that 
now and I’m looking for a very big 
year. 

“I’d love to bring a title home to 
Luton just to show that the town 
has got good boxers. 

“There are a lot of youngsters 
coming through and we need 
people to know that. I’m very 
proud to be a Lutonian.”
